So, two distinguished Forensic Scientists were 
appointed by the Ministry of Home Affairs to study the 
status of the Central Forensic Science Services available in 
the country as well as the challenges being faced by it and 
suggest ways and means to revamp and modernize the 
organizational structure/setup of the various Central Forensic 
Laboratories, Personel Policies, Training requirements, etc. 
The two scientists made a number of recommendations for 
improving the all-round competency and functioning of the 
Central Forensic Science Laboratories and the Forensic 
Science Sector. 

3. After a careful consideration of the report submitted 
by them, some of the recommendations were accepted. 
These, inter-alia, include the recommendation of renaming 
the Directorate of Forensic Science (DFS) in order to widen 
the scope of the services to be provided by this sector in 
order to make the Crimmal Justice Delivery System in the 
country more effective. It has, therefore, been decided that 
the present Directorate of Forensic Science will henceforth 
be known as the Directorate of Forensic Science Services 
(DFSS). 

4. The Charter of duties of Directorate of Forensic Science 
Services (DFSS) laid down in the Annexure to this Resolution 
is in supersession of the charter of duties mentioned in the 
annexure to the Ministry of Home Affairs earlier Resolution 
No. 24011/41/2001-GPA.II/PM.II dated 31.12.2002.

(22). The premiums shall be paid in cash at the post 
offices selected by them”.

3. Similarly, the words "The Director General or "appearing 
the first line of sub rule 4 of rule 41 and the words" the DG 
posts or" appearing in line fifteen of the rule ibid shall be 
deleted. 

4. With above indicated amendments to rule 39 & 41, the 
powers stands delegated to end of circle and the cases 
relating to policies treated as void or cases to be active in 
terms of rule 39(i) & 40(i) respectively will not be referred 
to this Directorate for ex-gratia sanction. The heads of circle 
will be personally exercising these powers and will not 
further delegats it to subordinate officers working under 
them. A new sub rule (5) will be inserted after sub Rule (4) 
under rule 41 under :— 

5. Settlement of Maturity and Death claims. 

The following guidelines will be strictly observed by the 
Head of circle before ex-gratia sanction is granted as per 
Note 2 below rule 39(3)(i). 
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(i) (a) If a policy has lapsed under Rule 39 and 40 of 

POIF rules in Pay recovery cases, the reasons 
for NCs such as whether intimation of Pay 
recovery to PAO/110 was sent in time and if not 
the reasons for not sending such intimation and 
delets if any will be identified. Whether IICs 
occured due to switchover from cash to pay 
recovery or vice versa. Whether pay was drawn 
by the insurant during NCs period or not ? 

(b) In case of cash policies reasons for 'Non-credits’ 
will be analysed keeping in view the date of 
issue of RH. book and the reasons as to why 
insurant could not deposit premiums in cash. 
The result of analysis will be recorded. 

(ii) (a) In case of death due to Accident, death 

certificate Postmortem report and copy of F.LR. 
must be obtained and should be submitted by 
the claimont or his/her legal heir alongwith the 
death claim cases. 

(b) In case of sudden death, the death certificate 
and report of the doctor who had last attended 
the insurant must be submitted by the claiment 
or Legal heir. Reasons for not taking the insurant 
to the Doctor in case of death due to some 
disease should be enquired in detail and the 
result will be recorded. 

(c) Cases or early death i.e. Before completion of 3 
years from date of Acceptance of a policy will 
be investigated thoroughly to enquire if the 
insurant while submitting the proposal had 
suppronned material..information which 
otherwise would not have allowed the proponent 
to be eligible for PLI and it should be examined 
whether insurant was suffering from any disease 
prior to taking of a policy. Whether there was 
any deliberate attempt on the part of DOs/FOs/ 
Agent to insure sub-standard life of to cause 
loss to Fund balance. Whether cause of death 
had any relation to the disease which came to 
light during such investigations. 

Head of circle after satisfying with the guidelines 
prescribed above, may sanction Maturity claim or Auto- 
paid-up value or deadi claim as the case may be.

No. 32-1/93-LI—^The President is pleased to introduce a 
Joint Life Endowment Assurance Plan under Postal Life 
Insurance Scheme name "Yugal Suraksha" which will come 
into force witii effect from 1.8.97. 

1. Title 

The new Plan will be called "Yugal Suraksha", 


2. Term 

The policy under this Plan will be limited to a term of not 
less than five years and not exceeding 20 years. 

3. Limits of sum assured 

The minimum sum for which a policy under this Plan 
can be issued is Rs. Twenty thousand and maximum limit shall 
be Rs. Three lakhs, taking together the sum assured of any 
PLI policy issued earlier. 

4. Eligibility 

4.1 The persons who are eligible to take insurance cover 
under Rules 2,2A, 2B and 2C of POIF Rules shall be eligible to 
take a policy under this Plan alongwith their spouse. If any 
insurant has more than one spouse living, such cover will be 
available only in respect of his/her eldest spouse. 

4.1 Policy shall be issued only on the lives who are 
considered healthy, literate and have their independent source 
of income. 

5. Age limits 

The age at entry of both the spouses should not be less 
than 21 years and not more than 45 years (on the next birthday). 
Similarly the age at maturity of older spouse should not be 
more than 60 years on the next birthday. 

6. Medical Examination 

6.1 (a) Both the lives under the Plan shall have to undergo 

the prescribed medical examination as per Rule 19 of 

POIF Rules irrespective of the sum assured. 

(b) Both the lives should be confirmed A-1 lives by the 
appropriate medical examiner. 

(c) Separate medical examination report shall be prepared 
for both the lives. 

6.2 Medical examination fee shall be debited to POIF. 
However, if the proposer(s) declines to take policy after medical 
examination is conducted, the fee paid by the Department 
shall be recovered from the first premium paid in advance by 
proposers. In case of rejection ofproposal due to underwriting 
reasons, the expenses on medical fee shall be borne by POIF. 

7. Premium 

The premiumagainst the policy will be payable either upto 
the date of last premium fixed before maturity or upto the 
death of one of the spouses, whichever is earlier. 

7.1 The premium will be based on equivalent age next 
birthday which will be calculated by addition to the lower age 
depending upon difference in ages of spouses. The schedule 
to calculate equivalent age next birthday, is given in 
Annexure-I. 

7.2 The premium table for equivalent ages (next birthday) 
is given in Annexure-II.

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7.3 A rebate of Rs. lA on policies of sum assured of 
Rs. 40,000A and Rs. 1A per Rs. 10,000A sum assured in excess 
of Rs. 40,000A will be given. 

7.4 (a) Quarterly premium will be calculated as three-times 

of the respective monthly premium less a rebate of 2% 
of the premium for one month. 

(b) Half-yearly premium will be calculated as 6-times of 
the respective monthly premium less a rebate of 10% 
of the premium for one month. 

(c) Yearly premium will be 12-times of the respective 
monthly premium less a rebate of 50% of the premium 
for one month. 

(d) Fractional part of a rupee in all the rebates shall be 
ignored. 

8. Claims 

(a) The sum assured alongwith accrued bonuses shall be 
payble at the end of endowment term if both the lives 
survive upto the end of term, i.e., date of maturity. 

(b) Otherwise, the sum assured with bonus will be payable 
on the death of one of the spouses before the date of 
maturity. The claim will be paid to the survivor. 

(c) In case of death of both the insured lives 
simultaneously, the sum assured with accrued bonus 
will be paid to the nominee/legal heirs. 

(d) No claim, whatsoever, shall be entertained if the policy 
lapses due to non-payment of premium as per existing 
Rule 39,40 & 41 of POIF Rules. However, ifthe premium 
is discontinued after the policy has been in full force 
for three years from the date of acceptance of policy/ 
date of commencement of risk, whichever is earlier, the 
paid-up value alongwith accrued bonus thereon shall 
be payable at maturity.

“Provided that where such Medical Authority has 
declared that the life risk is increasing on account 
of the handicap, such life shall not be insured and 
the proposal shall be rejected. 

“Provided fiirther that if the proposer has taken 
leave on medical grounds for more than six days 
at a stretch in the last six months or/and has 
undergone any operation or hospitalisation for any 
reason whatsoever during the last two years, such 
life shall not be insured and the proposal shall be 
rejected. 

“14(3) (b) : Persons suffering from any of the 
following handicaps shall be eligible to be 
considered for Insurance under special scheme for 
‘Handicapped people’ : 

(i) Blindness 

(ii) Deafness 


(iii) Dumbness
